SURPLUSES, 


PROBLEM AS SELF- SUFFICIENCY NEARS 


JERUSALEM (NJP)—A prob- 
lem which Israel had not ex- 
pected to be confronted with for 
a few years yet, was proving 
thorny this week for Israel’s 
authorities. 

The problem — a surplus of 
farm products. 

While Minister of Commerce 
and Industry Pinhas Sapir was 
explaining to the Knesset that 
the 110 tons of tomatoes were 
destroyed (NJP, July 6, 1956), 
in order to prevent them from 
reaching the market where they 
would have Qepress~* prices, 
news that a similar fate awaited 
half of the sugar beet crop was 
learned. 

THE SUGAR BEET situation 


is different from that of to- 
matoes. 
Half of the sugar beet crop 


will very likely not be used be- 
cause the plant at Afulalaon on 


which a great deal of funds 
were expended is falling far 
short of its expected capacity. 


The government is under fire 
for the plant’s failure, but mean- 
while. the sugar beet crop may, 
largely, go to waste. 

But all is not discouraging in 
the food situation. 

Kadish Looz, Minister of Agri- 
culture, has predicted the end of 
egg rationing by the first of 
next year. Minister Looz said 
egg production will soon reach 
the saturation point, and urged 
planning for their export to Eu- 
rope, which he said would pro- 
vide a ready market for all eggs 
Israel could supply. 

A SIMILAR situation already 
exists in the dairy industry, 
where one-sixth of the milk pro- 
duced in Israel last year was 
not consumed. The unsold milk 
was converted into other dairy 
products. 

This year the milk supply is 
expected to exceed last ‘year’s, 
and plans for a milk marketing 
board which it is hoped will de- 
vise ways of stimulating  in- 
creased drinking of milk by Is- 
raelis will soon be established.

SAN FRANCISCO—The only 
Jewish mortuary here was “near 
the breaking point” when. the 
two-month-olg strike of cemetery 
workers ended this week. 

When settlement was reached, 

85 bodies were awaiting burial 
at Sinai Memorial Chapel—with- 
in 15 or 20 of its emergency 
capacity, a spokesman said. 
_ The cemetery strike was com- 
plicated by a concurrent embalm- 
ers’ strike and lockout. Sinai was 
one of 14 houses which accept- 
ed the embalmers’ demands with 
a proviso that any further gains 
in the city-wide agreement would 
be added to the Sinai workers’ 
pact. 

Sinai was thus one of the few 
mortuaries in the city that was 
not picketed. When the ceme- 
tery workers settled, the em- 
balmers threateneg to _ picket 
cemeteries accepting bodtes from 
the struck houses, Sinai was free 
of this difficulty, however, and 
immediately began to move bod- 
ies out of the chapel for burial 
at the rate of about eight a day. 

The whole matter, however, 
has caused severe emotional dis- 


tress to families and friends of, 


the deceased, and for most of 
the Christian community the end 
is not yet in sight. 

The Sinai spokesman saiq that 
in strict conformity to its agree- 
ment, the chapel would refuse 
to accept for burial in Jewish

DAVID W. PETEGORSKY, 41,

NEW YORK (NJP) — The 


United States Jewish community 


lost one of its most devoted and able professional workers when 
David W. Petegorsky, executive director of the American Jewish 
Congress since 1945, succumbed at his home here Sunday after a 


long illness. He died of cancer. 

Only 41 years old, Petegorsky 
was a dynamic personality who 
had made his influence felt in 
shaping the direction of the Unit- 
ed States Jewish community. 
His appearance on the rostrum 
of many crucial meetings where 
he expounded the liberal cause 
of the American Jewish Congress 
with clarity ang force left its 
impress on the thinking of Jew- 
ish leaders throughout the coun- 
try. 

Petegorsky fought for democ- 
racy in United States Jewish life 
ang this, plus his deep concern 
with developing a strong Jewish 
loyalty and identification, often 
led him into ‘conflicts from which

Expansion of National Jewish Bodies Hit 


HOUSTON, Tex. (NJP)—Con- 
tinuing his challenge of national 
Jewish organizations on the de- 
segregation question (NJP, July 
6, 1956), David H. White a na- 
tional vice-president of B'nai 
B'rith, this week questioned the 
funds these organizations were 
using. 

“Many of these organizations 
have gone far beyone their init- 
ial functions. Too many are do- 
ing the same things which other 
organizations are doing. There 
is an over-lapping of activities 
and of expenditures.” 

“WHEN OR WHERE is this 
expansion going to stop?” White 
asked in his own publication, The 
Jewish Herald-Voice, here. White 
said he was writing for himself 
alone, not as a representative of 
any organization. One of the 
groups most active in the deseg- 


regation issue is the B’nai B’rith 
Anti-Defamation League. 
Applying the logic to the de- 
segregation issue, Write wrote 
that: “Some of the self-same 
organizations wariting to liber- 
ate the South from its chains of 
bondage should take this antici- 
pated fund and attempt to re- 
lieve its own financial condition 
Let us put our house in order 
before attempting to show an- 
other how to put his in order— 
and at the latter’s expense..” 
THE SOUTHERN Jewish ~- 
tor reiterated his plea that the 
South itself be permitted to 
solve its problem of segregation, 
and expressed the view that it 
would in time find the solution. 
“Aside from the position of 
integration, aside from the par- 
ticular aspects of certain prob- 
lems which seem different than 
those of our Northern neigh- 


bors, we are the same Ameri. 
cans, the same people who be- 
lieve in freedom and justice and 
better understanding. There 
are some in the South, as there 
are in the North, who would 
like to turn back the clock. They 
can’t. Society moves relentless. 
ly, but surely, in an advancing 
social improvement. The taboos 
of yesterday are the accepted 
norms of society today. The 
evolutionary changes may be 
observed in every sphere of life, 

“The philosephy of change is 
not too mueh our concern at 
this time. It is for all to partici. 
pate in the advancing march. No 
one can lag behind and our South 
is no exception. Be it as it may, 
I wish to reiterate what I said 
several weeks ago: We _ have 
the capacity for improvement, 
for change—let us work it out in 
our time and in our way.”

In deference to the sentiment of 
some of the members of Mikveh 


Israel congregation who ~*'t 
that the word “shrine” was 
contrary to Jewish belief and 


tradition, the amendment pro- 
vided that Mikveh Israel Ceme- 


tery be termed a uni+ of Inde- 
pendence National Historical 
Park rather than a “national 
shrine.” 


One of the groups sponsoring 
the bill, the Continental Chapter 
of the Sons of the American 
Revolution, pointed out that 
many illustrious figures in our 
national history are interred in 
the Mikveh Israel Cemetery, in 
cluding 22 soldiers of the Amer: 
ican Revolution. Among those 
laid to rest in Mikveh Israel 
Cemetery are: Haym Solomon, 
who helped finance the Ameri 
can Revolution; Nathan Levy, 
founder of the Jewish community 
in Philadelphia and in whose 
ship the Liberty Bell was brought 
to Philadelphia; Aaron Levy, 
founder of Aaronsburg and 4 
benefactor of its Christian 
churches; and most of the dis 
tinguished Gratz family, includ- 
ing the lovely Rebecca after 
whom, it is said, Walter Scott 
patterned his Rebecca of “Ivan- 
hoe.” ; 

Final action on the bill will 
be taken by Congress as soon 
as the Mikveh Israel Congrega- 
tion executes an agreement pro 
viding for perpetual care of the 
cemetery.

HAIFA—In warm weather it is difficult to be serious or to 
write ponderous essays on politics or economics. If you are hav- 
ing a heat wave as you read this, you will perhaps understand 
the mood of the writer. 

This is about an Israeli and an American tourist. It takes 
place on an inter-city taxi between Tel Aviv and Haifa, and the 
tourist is not sure whether he had started the 
conversation or Zvi, his Israeli seat-mate. At 
any rate, by the time they were 10 minutes out- 
side of the Tel Aviv city limits, the two were in 
animated conversation, almost as if they had 
known each other for life. 

At least, the first impression was of ani- 
mated conversation, until the observer would 
note that most of the conversation and all of 
the animation came from Zvi. 


“SO YOU’RE FROM CHICAGO,” he breezed. 
“I have many relatives there, but, of course, I’m 
not going to be one of those Israelis who ask you if you know 
my relatives. I realize that there are as many Jews in Chicago 
as there are in—well, at least in Petach Tikva. And how can any- 
one know everybody in Petach Tikva? What business did you 
say you were in?” 

The American tourist had not said, but Zvi did not even pause 
for a reply. 

“Have you ever considered going into business here? There 
are wonderful opportunities to invest in business which can re- 
turn a good profit—and at the same time help the economy of 
the State. Almost every day the newspapers carry all sorts of 
offers, but, of course, you wouldn’t put your money into a strange 
business with somebody you don’t know, would you?” 

The American tourist had seen the ads. For some interesting 
reason, they always featured in big, black letters the phrase “Capi- 
talist Wanted,” when presumably what they meant was “Investor 
Wanted.”

A million and a half people—and not a single pair of ice skates. 
Even if only 10 per cent of the population bought ice skates that 
would be 150,000 pairs, but we know from experience that once 
the hobby becomes popular many more than that will want to buy. 

But wait! You think I am foolish because Israel does not have 
cold winters! No! We shall have indoor ice skating on artificially 
frozen ponds. We make ice for refrigerators, don’t we? We can 
make ice for skating rinks. You do that in Chicago, don’t you? 
It could be a great industry in Israel, and would give employment 
to hundreds of people.” 

“But people won’t have any place to skate until the rinks are 
built. It seems to me that you should think of that before you 
begin making skates,” the tourist ventured to reason. 


ZVI WAS NOT AT ALL TAKEN ABACK. 
he beamed. “We start a big sales campaign.

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Now That Berries Are Plentiful, What About Making Some Jelly? 


By SARAH LIEBER 
All at once the raspberries are 
in full fruit. We pick huge bowls 


full every afternoon, And our 
over-the-back-fence neighbor 
complains that her currant 


bushes are overloaded with more 
than she can 
use. 

We effect an 
exchange, for 
what is a more 
delectable com- 
bination than 
these two ber- 
ries?

SARAH together in 
cakes, punches, pies, and, of 
course. in jellies stored up for 
next winter’s breakfasts. 

Since the raspberries are 
sweet, while the currants are 
tart, the combined fuices “jell” 
easily ang quickly. For any jel- 
lies or jams it is wise to com- 
bine a sweet fruit with a tart 





one, remembering that many 
berries are lacking in natural 
pectin. 


Apple or pear skins, boiled in 
a little water, and strained be- 
fore adding to the fruit juices, 
will insure a rapid jell. The old 
rule is cup for cup of fruit juice 
and sugar boiled together until 
the product forms a mass on the 
spoon. 

I HAVE found it relatively 
easy to make small batches of 
jams ang jellies as the berries 
and fruits ripen in my own back 
yard, or as they become plenti 
ful and inexpensive at the mar- 
ket. Gone are the days of hot. 
overworked balabostas preparing

I keep on hand at all times a 
supply of glasses ang jars, par- 
afin and sugar, so that I can 
readily take advantge of the fruit 
supply. We enjoy the bought 
varieties, but there is something 
extra special about our own 
kitchen products. And don’t for- 
get to use a few small but fancy 
glasses for gifts. 


CURRANT 
UPSIDE DOWN CAKE 

1%, cup butter or shortening 

2 cups sugar 
1% cups currants, stemmed 

and washed 
3 eggs, separated 
44 cup juice or water 
1 cup cake flour, sifted before 

measuring 
1 tsp baking powder 

Melt the butter in a rectangu- 
lar baking pan. Add one cup of 
the sugar and stir until the sugar 
is melted. Spread the currants 
over this mixture, Set aside. Beat 
the egg yolks until thick and 
light in color. Gradually add une 
cup of sugar, beating constantly. 
Add the juice or water. Sift the 
flour and baking powder togeth- 
er and fold into the egg mixture. 
Beat the whites until stiff, then 
fold into the batter. Pour batter 
over the currants. Bake in 350- 
degree oven about one hour. Cool 
for five minutes before remov- 
ing from the pan. 


CURRANT PUNCH 
1 cup sugar ° 
1 quart currant juice 
3 cups apple or pineapple 
juice 
1 quart ginger ale 
Mix together. Chill and serve 
over crushed ice or cubes, Gar- 
nish with slices of lime and 
mint leaves if desired. To make 
the juice, use one quart of 
washed ang stemmed currants 
and one fourth cup of water 
cooked together anqd_ strained 
when cool, for each cup of juice.

OF LAW AND MEN, by Felix 
Frankfurter, edited by Philip 
Elman, $6.75 (Harcourt Brace). 
The ming of the noted justice 

is here reflected in legal dis- 
courses, letters, biographical 
sketches and _ portraits, inter- 
views, and eulogies, written aft- 
er the writer was appointed to 
the Supreme Court. 


Notable is the frequent and 
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prolonged mention of his Jewish 
predecessors, Brandeis and Car- 
dozo, though Holmes, Hughes, 
Hand, and some others of that 
stamp are also strongly repre- 
sented. 

Interesting in view of some 
current grumblings is his insist- 
ence (1954) that every legal dic- 
tum of his tribunal “ultimately 
depends upon confidence of the 
people in the Supreme Court as 
an institution.” He freely admits 
that judges are not free from 
biases. And he begins his memoir 
of Chief Justice Harlan Stone 
by quoting from Stone’s last 
opinion: “It is not the function 
of this court to disregard the 
will of Congress in the exercise 
of its constitutional power.” 

Even in praising past asso- 
ciates on the bench, Justice 
Frankfurter writes with the 
same _ clear-headeq objectivity. 
Among the subjects of his en- 
comia are Al Smith, FDR, Mor- 
ris Cohen and his son Felix, H. 


J. Lasky, John Dewey, Weiz- 
mann, and Wies. He is pudicial 
and judicious in most of his 


judgments, and even his purely 
legalistic essays make for sstir- 
ring and pleasurable reading.

THIS IS ISRAEL, by Theodore 
Huebener ang Carl Hermann 
Voss, $3.75 (Philosophical Li- 
brary). 
The authors, friends of Israel, 
have written an account of the 
Jewish relationship to Palestine 


from the earliest days to the 
present State of Israel. 

It is questionable whether the 
Deir Yassin massacre alone 
could have brought about the 


Arab exodus, but beyond this 
conjectural reference the treat- 
ment is quite fair. The authors 
extend proposals for attaining 
Israel-Arab peace, but admit that 
no Jew (nor Jordanian) will ac- 
cept internationalization of Je- 
rusalem, and, despite some “res- 
ervoir of goodwill,” it is doubt- 
ful that any Arab leader would 
“recognize the State of Israel.” 

But they end on a hopeful, al- 
most worshipful, note, and the 
reader can well respond “Amen.”

The “novellae” of Rabbi Moses 
ben Nachman (Ramban) on the 
treatise Chullin of the Babylon- 
ian Talmud, devoted largely to 
matters of ritual slaughter, are 
still, after six centuries, valid 
comments on dietary matters in 
Israel. What Rabbi Reichman 
has done, over a laborious period 
of years, has been to collate 
manuscripts in France and Eng- 
land, pore over unusual and dif- 
ficult lettering, and then attain 
a correct text for publication, On 
each page he has appended his 
own references, as a rule to oth- 
er talmudic treatises, as well as 
expositions of recondite phrases. 
The whole discloses a remarka- 
ble aptitude for scholarly labor 
on the part of a preoccupied re- 
ligious leader. 

Publication also was arranged 
by the editor. The format is 
among the best of modern He- 
brew books—excellent ang well- 
spaced type (the text is in 
“Rashi type”), on heavy rag pa- 
per. Rabbi Reichman thus com- 
bines in himself the attributes 
of a Maecenas as well as schol- 
ar.

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The EDITOR'S CHAIR 


To show you how far behind 
we can get in our reading, we 
finally went through a batch of 
material we had taken home to 
reag last February. When we 
finally got around to going 
through the accumulation, we 
came across an editorial in The 
Southern Israelite (Atlanta) oi 
Feb. 24 in which it took vigorous 
exception to the installation of 
a Trinity exchange by the South- 
ern Bell Telephone Co. 

Adolph Rosenberg, the pape!’s 
editor, wrote: 

“Henceforth, for instance. 
every copy of The Southern 
Israelite must bear the word 
Trinity. Likewise, every copv 
of our magazine—and much 
of our correspondence — in 
which we acknowledge that 
we can be reached by means 
other than by person or via 
mail—-will also  inappropri- 
ately have on it the word 
Trinity. 

“Not only will The South- 
ern Israelite be affected, 
but every synagogue in At- 
lanta will have a_ Trinity 
designation, Most of the rab- 
bis, too, will have a Trinity 
home number. Thus thou- 
sands of Jewish members of 
congregations will be forced 
in communicating with lead- 
ers of their faith to give vol- 
untary or involuntary tele- 
phone obeisance to a princi- 
ple of Christian doctrine. 
They may invent little fic- 
tions that it has no religious 
significance or try subcon- 
sciously to forget the seman- 
tic associations, but it will 
require _ circumlocutions 
which are certainly unneces- 
sary in this country of reli- 
gious liberties. Besides it is 
a word irretrievably linked 
to Christian dogma.” 

The telephone company polite- 
ly dismissed the protest, and an- 
swered in a letter printed along- 
side the editorial that “under 
no circumstances would an or- 
ganization such as ours, which 
serves persons of every nation- 
ality and creed deliberately of.- 
fend the sensibilities of any seg- 
ment of the people it serves.” 

We're inclined to agree with 
the telephone company that pub- 
lisher Rosenberg was tvo sensi- 
tive in this instance. We don’t 
know what the final outcome 
was, but we doubt that very many 
Jews would see in the use of the 
word by the telephone company 
any attempt to impose any- un- 
wanted religious symbolism on 
them or into their vocabulary 
in this unwitting way.

The New England Mutual Life In- 
surance Co., which according to a spokes- 
man for the ADL, has scheduled three 
conventions in not one but in three re- 
stricted hotels can without question, if 
it is willing to pay the consequences, ar- 
range its meetings wherever it chooses. 

In this case the evil is compounded 
because last year the ADL complained 
to the insurance company on_ similar 
grounds and was assured that its infor- 
mation was inaccurate. This year the 
company defends its plans on what ob- 
viously is grounds that evade the issue. 

The fundamental lesson from the sit- 
uation is that democracy is hardly some- 


thing that grows wild, whether in 1776 
or 1956. It must be nurtured and 
watched, and as in the case of prejudice 
against Negroes in schools and of Jews 
in medical schools, unless someone cares, 
nothing will be done about the matter. 

We don’t know how many of our 
readers hold policies with the New Eng- 
land Mutual Life Insurance Company, 
or how many of them are agents or other 
employees of the company, but cert ‘aly 
among the Jews of the United States 
there are enough of both to make the 
company realize that if it can do as it 
pleases, then Jews too can do as they 
please. 


A LOOK AT OUR NORTHERN NEIGHBOR 


If you’d care to know what the United 
States Jewish community may be like, 
organizationally, when the year 2000 
comes around, it may help to take a look 
at the Jewish community of our north- 
ern neighbor—Canada, 

Except for size, Canadian Jewry is a 
great deal like that of the United States. 
It has the three divisions of Judaism— 
Orthodox, Conservatism and Reform, 
and it functions a great deal like we do, 
with civil defense agencies, fund-raising, 
the same problem with the scarcity of 
Hebrew teachers, a concern with inter- 
marriage, and in miniature negotiates 
about the same as we do in the United 
States. 

There are some major differences, 
but the most outstanding is that the 
Canadian Jews operate more on _ the 
kehillah form than we do here. They 
perform every task that we perform, but 
instead of conflicting agencies to carry 
them out, in Canada, they are done by 
one over-all unifying agency. 

And so far we’ve heard little com- 
plaint about coercion, or lack of democ- 
racy, and so forth. 

The one unifying agency in Canada 
is The,Canadian Jewish Congress, whose 
president is Sam Bronfman, of Seagram’s 
whiskey fame, and whose professional 
director is Saul Hayes. 

A glance at the current issue of The 
Congress Bulletin will show you what 
we mean. 

Page one tells about the United Jew- 
ish Teachers Seminary which the Con- 
gress established in 1950 to relieve the 
shortage of Hebrew teachers. A similar 
institution conducted in the evenings is 
helped by The Congress to operate in 
Toronto. 

Page two describes recent additions 
to the National Archives of Congress, a 
branch which preserves historical ma- 
terial relating to Canadian Jewry. 

The third page is devoted to the De- 
partment of Youth and Adult Education, 
and its various activities. 

Then comes the work of the civic 


defense arm of the Congress—called The 
Joint Public Relations Committee of Con- 
gress and B’nai B’rith. In the United 
States, it should be noted, the B’nai 
B’rith is not a part of the National Com- 
munity Relations Advisory Council, the 
major civic defense agency, but oper- 
ates its own Anti-Defamation League. 

The following page discusses the Con- 
gress’ relation with the Canadian Jewish 
Federations and Welfare Funds while 
the succeeding page is concerned with 
immigration into Canada of Jews from 
other parts of the world. On the same 
page is news of the Congress’ Research 
Bureau, which seems to be a statistical 
gathering body. Some of the work of 
this body may be worth considering, 
such as the Canadian Jewish Population 
series, Study No. 6, which will delve 
into the population characteristics of the 
Jewish community of Montreal, report- 
ing on such items as ethnic and religious 
pattern, marital status, size of family, 
country of birth, period of arrival, etc. 
Another project is that of a survey of 
kashrut in Toronto. 

The final page tells of the Congress’ 
current emergency drive for Israel, which 
has a goal of $2,000,000 and which, no 
doubt, is the counterpart of our $25 mil- 
lion campaign in the United States which 
the UJA is conducting along with its an- 
nual drive. 

The time will no doubt never come 
when all work of the United States Jew- 
ish community will be housed under one 
over-all agency. That would not even 
be desirable. In a community as large 
as that of the United States Jewish com- 
munity, it would well-nigh be impossible 
for all the activities of the community to 
be united. ; 

But that they should be co-ordinated 
as far as possible in order to conserve 
energy and finances and to avoid con- 
flicts and duplication no one will contest. 

The prevailing tendency in any ma- 
turing civilization is toward co-ordina- 
tion, and as time goes by, such will be 
the development in the United States 
Jewish community. 


MORE SURFACE INTEREST, BUT LITTLE DEPTH 


For years most Jewish thinkers were 
bewailing the impoverishment of Juda- 
ism in America, and the number of 
Jeremiahs was exceeded only by the 
number of rabbis who proclaimed the 
foreseeable end of Judaism in the United 
States. This theme song you hear even 
today—although hardly as frequently as 
10 years ago—for our mid-century rabbi 
is the most pessimistic individual in the 
world. 

This is understandable in view of the 
lost generation to whom it was his lot 
to minister. ; 

But now that the advent of a rising 
interest in things Jewish has had to be 
admitted, even by the most lugubrious, 
the new theme follows the same mourn- 
ful tune. 

This time the charge is that the new 
interest lacks depth. 

True enough. But this is even a full 
generation past the time when the flight 
from Judaism was nothing. less than 
headlong. 

So that if by today there is not yet 


a flowering of Jewish life and the golden 
age of Judaism in America, is this cause 
for discouragement? 

Certainly not. 

Judaism was not built in a day, and 
the rebirth of true conviction and com- 
mitment and consecration in America 
cannot be expected to be developed over- 
night. 

This and one other’ consideration, 
which is that even in a period of a golden 
age of Judaism, not all Jews will be 
scholars, and the great underlying ma- 
jority will be something less than truly 
pious. 

The question is not are all United 
States Jews in 1956 fully discharging all 
their responsibilities as Jews. The true 
question is whether we are making 
progress in the direction of that goal. 

And this can be best answered by 
comparing the United States Jews of 
1956 with the Jew of 1936, or projecting 
the attitudes and the interests of young 
Jews of today with that of their still 
unconvinced and skeptical parents and 
rabbis of today.

Teaching At Its Best

The three summary discourses 
which constitute the major part 
of the book of Deuteroriomy are 
among the finest examples of 
oratory to be found in litera- 
ture. Any good course in rhet- 
oric would include them along 
with Pericles funeral oration, 
the speeches of Hamlet, Mac- 
beth, Richard III, Julius Caesar, 
the great addresses of Franklin 
D. Roosevelt and Winston 
Churchill. 


BUT ABOVE all, they consti- 
tute the richest treasure for those 
who seek the constituent ele- 
ments of the, moral genius of 
Judaism. 

For here, compacted with the 
eloquent fury of a man who feels 
the urgent pressure of death, is 
the distitled essence of Judaism. 
Here is the brilliant summary of 
the nature of the covenant, the 
centrality of the Shema, the no- 
ble priority of learning. the ma- 
jesty of the law and the pro- 
foundly tragic but vastly liber- 
ating choice of free men to cast 
their lives on the side of light 
or on the side of darkness, 

Morality takes leave of philos- 
ophy and ethics parts company 
with aesthetics, when man is 
confronted with the iife situa- 
tion. The urgency of Moses is 
not the narrowness of the fa- 
natic, but the maturity of a wise 
man who has saturated himself 
with the stuff of existence and 
finds it manageable because it 
is part of a living universe or- 
dered by a Divine intelligence.

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Men Doubting Golda’s Ability Get Roasting

Shades of “home and “fireside 
refrain” which plagued us wom- 
en for several centuries. So now 
Golda Myerson comes in for some 
thoughtful “doubting” by gen- 
tlemen who do not even wait 
to be proven either right or 
wrong. You predict lack of her 
future success by arguments 
which are most offensive to fem- 
inists: “Her acceptance in a 
world of men on a foreign rela- 
tions or intellectual level; the 
appointment of a woman as for- 
eign minister is boung to meet 
with certain opposition.” One 
even introduced the argument 
that Israel does not have suffi- 
cient man power.” 

These men forget the Biblical 
Deborah and Miriam, and the 
women who were great rulers 
as attested by history (written 
by men). They even forget the 
important role of women today 
on the international scene, in- 
eluding Madame Pandit of India, 
whose sex was not a deterrent 
in appointing her* president of 


the United Nations. Nor Eleanor 
Roosevelt, who was entrusted 
by the United States to a lead- 
ing position in the United Na- 
tions and whose name is a house- 
hold word throughout the world.

RECALLS WHEN FDR SERVED KOSHER MEALS 


@ Editor, National Jewish POST: 

The item in The National Jew- 
ish POST of July 6, “British 
Embassy Serves Kosher Meal to 
Rabbi,” when Chief Rabbi Israel 
Brodie ang Mrs. Brodie of Eng- 
land, were the guests at a lunch- 
eon of the British Embassy, re- 


calls other similar inciderts. 

When Franklin D. Roosevelt 
was governor of New York, a 
man named Mandelbaum “was a 
state senator. At one of the gov- 
ernor’s luncheons he noticeg that 
Senator Mandelbaum was _ not 
eating. Therefore from that time 
on F.D.R, arranged that special 
kosher food be served to the ob- 
servant Jewish senator. The 
Christian governor did this out 
of respect to a genuine religious 
Jew and the Jewish faith. 

What a tragedy that so many 
of our own Jews, organizations, 
and institutions have so little re- 
spect for their own faith and 
traditions. How -much aggrava- 
tion, ang how many heartaches 
do some rabbis and conscientious 
laymen live through in their ef- 
forts to persuade Jewish organi- 
zations and institutions to have 
enough self-respect not to dese- 
crate sacred Jewish traditions. 
and not to arrogantly flaunt, pub- 


licly at least, the sacred tenets 
of our faith. Such fundamental 
precepts as  Kashrut and the 
Sabbath, by keeping community 
institutions, supporteq by com- 
munity funds, open on the Sab- 
bath. 

Jewish (religious) education 
has been whittled down from six 
days a week to an average of 
two days a week, and in too many 
cases, the Sunday school alone 
suffices. However, when it comes 
to play, six days a week is not 
enough, as too many community 
institutions such as centers or 
“Ys” are also open or went to 
open on the Sabbath. In one com- 
munity that I visiteq ~ecently, 
where 10 rabbis draw _ salaries, 
there is a fine “Y” that was 
closed on the Sabbath. Now a 
few of the machers want to keep 
it open all seven days, I was 
told that only one rabbi out of 
the 10 has the courage of his con- 
victions to protest. The other 
nine preach about Judaism but 
do nothing to support it, not even 
have they the courage to protest 
the desecration of the Fourth 
Commandment. ;

Reader Tells Story 
About Sifrei Torah 


@ Editor, National Jewish POST: 

With reference to an article 
in The National Jewish POST 
of June 15 (about the dedication 
of a Torah restored from torn 
scraps of Torahs desecrated by 
the Nazis), it is likely that the 
other two Sifrei Torah are the 
ones in the Northeast Hebrew 
congregation, Washington, D.C. 

I quote excerpts from the June, 
1952, issue of Northeaster (of- 
ficial bulletin of the congrega- 
tion): 

“Rabbi and Mrs. Barrish con- 
tribute two Sifrei Torah for our 
new synagogue. 

“Two Sifrei Torah which have 
an unusual history ang dramatic 
background story have been con- 
tributed to our congregation by 
our own Rabbi and Mrs. Louis 
Barrish. 

“The two Sifrei Torah were 
found by Rabbi Barrish in a 
synagogue in Bavaria. shortly 
after World War II. The rabbi, 
who is still a chaplain in the 
Uniteg States Army, was then 
stationed with the American oc- 
cupation forces in Germany. 

“Rabbi Barrish dug them out 
of the rubbish, cleaneq them and 
had them restored by a shofar 
he located in a D.P. camp in Ger- 
many. He brought them to Amer- 
ica upon his return to the States.” 

Rabbi Barrish served as our 
part-time rabbi at the time (1951- 
52) he was chaplain of the mili- 
tary district of the District of 
Columbia. 

I hope that this will be of in- 
terest to the readers of The 
POST.

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On Sept. 5, 1952, the day I 
was to take off on a plane from 
Lydda to return to the United 
States, I sat at the Ritz Hotel 
in Tel Aviv, where the press 
hangs out. A tall fellow in a 
police uniform, wearing sun 
glasses approached me and called 
me by name. I looked puzzled. 

“Don’t you know who I am?” 
the policeman asked in sur- 


prise. 
“Take off your sun-glasses,” 
I said, “maybe I'll récognize 
you.” 


“But don’t you recognize my 
voice?” the man asked in amaze- 
ment. 

It was indeed a voice that no 
one else in Israel has. The husky 
voice of Igal Mossinson, the 
most peasant-like Jew in Israel. 
And probably the most success- 
ful young native writer in He- 
brew. On that day Igal was 
Cultural Director of the Israel 
Police (whether national or local, 
I don’t know). A job he took 
for the same reason that Har 
vey Swados took a job in an au 
tomobile factory in New Jersey: 
To gather material for a story. 

Now Igal Mossinson is_ here, 
Ben Hecht and Bill Rose hi 
undertaken to produce an Eng- 
lish version of his play Casablan. 
It deals with a young Moroccan 
immigrant who got in trouble 
with the police. So now I know 
why Igal Mossinson wore a po- 
lice uniform the day he saw me 
at the Ritz Hotel. — 


IGAL HAD FIVE of his plays 
translated into English recently. 
Casablan has been selected bs 
Hecht and Rose for production 
in New York. He has written 
several plays, novels and a num- 
ber of short. stories. Besides 
that, he is the most successful 
writer of children’s stories. A 
series of small books entitled 
Hassamba deals with the heroic 
escapades of a group of young- 
sters in Tel Aviv. The kids in 
Israel swallow them up. 

My own contact with Igal goes 
back some 10 or 12 years when 
I devoted four articles in the 
Jewish Daily Forward to a col- 
lection of his short stories en- 
titled “Gray As A Sack.” I met 
him in the flesh when I came 
to stay in Haifa. As I said, he 
is. the most peasant-looking Jew 
in Israel, where many Jews are 
peasants. He is a real native 
sabra, who obsorbed his knowl- 
edge of world literature mostly 
from Hebrew translations. In 
this connection he told me re- 
éently what Stybel had done in

‘Casablan’ by Mossinson 
Called To Broadway

MY LATE FRIEND, Abraham 
Joseph Stybel who died in New 
York, devoted the major por- 
tion ef the fortune he made in 
the leather business to trans- 
lating and publishing t>: great- 
est literary masterpieces in He- 
brew. He always engaged good 
writers to do the translating. 

He undertook the work in 
1916 when most Jews who read 
Hebrew knew -other languages 
besides. But when. years later, 
a generation of Jews grew up 
in Israel whose mother tongue 
was Hebrew, this work proved 
to be a blessing to them, open- 
ing their eyes to the literature 
of the world. I am mentioning 
this because a recent dispatch 
from Tel Aviv reports that it 
was decided to name a street in 
that city after Abraham Joseph 
Stybel.

THE LEADING authority in 
Israel on historical geography, 
Dr. Zeev Vilnay ‘pronounced 
VIL-NAH-EE) is now in this 
country, brought here by the De- 
partment of Education and Cul- 
ture of the Jewish Agency. Vil- 
nay has written more books on 
the geography, history of places 
and folklore of Palestine and Is- 
rael than any person in the same 
field. Among other things, he 
nublished a whole series of tours 
ist guides to Israel, of which the 
first one came out in 1933. Just 
now he is busy on an Encyclo- 
nedia Guide of the Holy Land in 
seven volumes, The seven vol- 
umes are all ready and I have 
already used some of the mate- 
rial for my next book. Buf the 
final draft of the new edition 
is stil] in the works. 

Among the things Vilnay has 
on his conscience are some of 
the new place names in Israe] 
you—some of you-—find diffi- 
culty in pronouncing. That is 
you and Eq Murrow. Like Nahal 
Oz, for instance. 

“One of the problems in nam- 
ing a new settlement,” Says Vil- 
nay, “is first to find out wheth- 
er in that spot there was ever 
an ancient Jewish settlement and 
what its name was. In many 
cases the name of the place the 
Arabs use gives a clue to the 
ancient Hebrew name. In other 
cases, recent excavations estab- 
lished the locality of ancient set- 
tlements in the place—like Lach- 
ish. 


IN YET other cases, yOu have 
to invent a new name. And that 
some times depends on two 
things: Who is the living or dead 
Jew you want to honor by nam- 
ing a new settlement in his name, 
and whether the new settlers are 
willing to accept that name. 

For instance, if Mordechai Ben- 
Emek, at the heag of Betar mem- 
bers, should establish a kibbutz 
or a moshav in the Negev, and 
the Place Names Commission, 
with Vilnay, should decide to 
name the place Kfar-Shoshanna 
in honor of Rose Halprin’s con- 
tribution to the promotion of ali- 
yah from America, the chances 
of the new settlement agreeing 
to that name would be very slim 
indeed. Nor would Avraham 
Shenkar agree to co-operate in 
settling Hashomer Hatzair hal- 
utzim in a place called Yad-Zeev
